Every soldier was at ‘his post, search- 
lights swept the approackes and a 
volley warned the enomy that we were 
on the lookout. They had no doubt, 
intended to surprise us, but finding 
us watchful, again retired to their 
trenches!

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REPORT UPON THE WETASKIWIN 
POWHR STATION AND 
WATERWORKS 


The following 18 tie complete re- 
port of Mr. Parsons, who wagirecent- 
ly engaged to investigate the condi- 
tions at the power house: 

To the Msyor and Corporation 
of the City of Wetas:iwin. 
Gentlemen:— 

In accordance with ‘your honored in- 
structions I have examined your 
power station and waterworks and beg 
to submit the follow ng report there- 
on: 

I have visited your plant upon two 
occasions nnd have made myself as 
far as possible, conversant with the 
conditions under which ‘it is operated, 
the present and possible future de- 
mands upon it, and all other mat- 


on the question. In this I have had 
the assistance of your engineer, Mr. 
G. R. Taylor, who has furnished mc 
with information upon -every point 
upon which I havo sought it and who 
has oleo given me facilities for in- 
specting and examining the machin- 
ery to the fullest possible extent. 

I understand it to be your: wish. 
that I should deal particularly with 
the following questions, namely:— 

(a) The present condition of the 
plant, with regard to the machinery 
and its management. 

(b) The extensions which appear to 
mn to be necessary, 

The generating plant contists, as 
you ore aware, of a horizontal com- 
pound Robb steam. cngine belted to a 
76 1K. W. generator, and a 3 cylinder 
Westinghouse gas engine, direct cou- 
pled to a 197/K.) W. genezator. The 
engine is served by the Robb boilers 
and the gas engine by a wood pro- 
ducer... Tae, whole.,ol,.. tha. plant ap- 
pears to me to have been well cared 
for, and maintained in as offcient & 
condition as practicable under the cir- 
cumstances. I have examiaed the con- 
dition of the cylinders of both engin- 
cs, and have inspected such other 
parts as might be expected to show 
signs of deterioration and I have 
found no evidence of undue wear of 
want of attention. I consider there- 
fore that on the whole you may be 
quite satisfied with the stato af the 
machinery and with the way it is 
looked after. 

I have been given to understand 
that during the past winter there 
were certain failures of the lighting 
supply, and such failures sre in my 
opinion, fully to be accounted for by 
the very small margin of rated out- 
put over demand. The shoviness of 
water in the wells mate i) calt to 
avoid working the pumping plot at 
such 
conditions the maximum loa on the 
generating set was about 140 iK.W, of 
which about 30 K.W. was wanted for 
pumping. The steam plant could not 
carry the maximum lighting and puw- 
er load of about 110 K, W. and thus 
any stoppage whatever of the zZas 
plant during the hours of heavy de- 
mand, nesessarily caused g failurys of 
the lights. It is impossible to cx- 
pect any machino, however, well 
made or managed, to run without be- 
ing occasionally shut down for in- 
spection and small attention. More- 
over cortain trouble occurred with the 
flexible couping of the altemator to 
the gas engins, and until this was 
remedied the steam plant had to car- 
ry the whole load, for which it Was 
inadequate, 

In view of tha natural inereass in 
the lighting demands, tha numorous 
motors which are {nspected to bo in- 
stalled in the town, I consider it very 
cezirable to extend the capacity of 
the plant os coon os possible. The 
prosent margin is very small and is 
rapidly vanishing and any failure of 
either. set would cripple the supply 
durjag the coming winter. 

The choice of machinery to be in. 
stalled Hes between steam and gas, 
and in spite of the high initial cost 
of gas ‘plant, I think the latter shou- 
ld be adopted for the following rea- 
sons:

All extensions should te 
of brick (with or without stecl fram- 
ing) and any work spent cn the pre- 
sent structure should take the form 
of replacing it by brick. The wall be- 
tween the engino room and the boil- 
ers is specially referred to in this 
connection. The? arrangement of cab- 
les, etc., et the back of the switch- 
board are not, n my opinion, at all 
nice in view of fire, and any cexten- 
slong of the board should be made 
with the firo risk in mind. I notice 
sand-biickets in readiness behind the 
board, and tho latter is placei well 
out from the wall, so that any emer- 
gency can bo dealt. with with safety.

DAIRYING SAVHS FERTILITY 


Every year tne acres that provide 
for the dairy cow are growing -rich- 
er, while those that are devoted to 
exclusive grain farming are growing 
poorer and becoming’ less productive. 
The reason is not hard to discover, 
for it is a fact that with every ton 


ct wheat that a man eells from his. 


farm he is bound to lose some foertil- 
ity. According to analysis in most 
instances, the loss amounts to $8.60, 
fer ton. For every:ton of corn that 
is lost approximately. $6.3) worth ‘of 
fertility is lost. Should these feeda 
be converted into dairy products such 
as cream or butter, every ton cf but. 
ter sold, which ie usvally worth from 
eight to ten timea as much as wheat 
put 36 centa of fertility is removed 


from the farm. If the commerce al val- | 


ue of a ton of wheat he estatished 
at 75 cents per bushel and the com- 
moreiay’ value of a ton of butter be 
estimated at 23 cents per pound, then 
for /every $100 worth of wheat that 
ia‘sold $34.40 worth of fertility is‘re- 
moved from the soil, while with each 
$100 worth cf butter that is sold, on- 
ly 7 cents worth of fertility is re- 
moved.
